In  addition  to  its  burns  institutes,  the 
Shrine  operates  19  orthopaedic  hospitals. 
All  Shriners  Hospitals  are  dedicated  to 
treating  children,  up  to  their  18th 
birthday,  free  of  charge. 

Patients  at  Shriners  orthopaedic 
hospitals  and  Burns  Institutes  benefit 
from  a  unique  family-centered 
treatment  approach.  This  philosophy 
stresses  that  while  medicine  might  heal 
the  child's  body,  tending  to  the  child's 
mind  and  spirit  within  the  framework  of 
his  family,  is  equally  important  to  his 
recovery. 

Through  the  support  of  outstanding 
hospital  personnel,  exceptional  medical 
facilities,  comfortable  environments  and 
the  close  companionship  of  other  burn 
patients,  each  child  is  given  the 
necessary  encouragement  he  needs  to 
meet  the  challenge  of  his  recovery.

ADMISSION  PROCEDURES 

The  sooner  a  burned  child  reaches  a 
Shriners  Burns  Institute,  the  better  his 
chances  of  recovery.  Non-emergency 
admission  is  dependent  on  the  medical 
and  financial  needs  of  the  patient's  family 
and  on  the  availability  of  beds.  Shriners 
Burns  Institutes  are  open  to  all  burned 
children,  regardless  of  race,  religion 
or  relationship  to  a  Shriner.  In  a  non- 
emergency situation,  the  administrator 
of  the  nearest  Shriners  Burns  Institute 
should  be  contacted  for  patient  referral 
information. 

IN  AN  EMERGENCY,  REFER- 
RING PHYSICIANS  FOR  BURNED 
CHILDREN  NEEDING  IMMEDIATE 
CARE  SHOULD  TELEPHONE  THE 
CHIEF  OF  STAFF  AT  THE  NEAREST 
SHRINERS  BURNS  INSTITUTE  AND 
INDICATE  THAT  HE  HAS  A  PATIENT 
NEEDING  EMERGENCY  CARE. 

Transportation  of  the  patient  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  family  but  often 
many  local  Shrine  Temples  offer 
assistance.
